The Unionists confidently ex- 
pect to return three candidates with larger 
majorities than four years ago. The Na- 
tionalists believe that Leeke and M‘Guckin 
will get the two other seats, bet the Republi- 
can headquarters claim the fifth seat. The 
result will not be known till Monday evening. 


TYRONE AND FERMANAGH. 


The election in Tyrone and Fermanagh was 
one of the most keenly contested, and, mak- 
ing allowance for deaths, duplicate votes, and 
those too ill to travel, it is believed that not 
more than one per cent. abstained from 
voting. 

At the close of the pol. the Unionists ex- 
pressed confidence in the return of their four 
candidates, and stated that their supporters 
had made a much iarger poll than at the 
last election.

In three collection districts where the exist- 
ing rate-collectors were replaced in the year 
1921 by collectors who were willing to carry 
out the instructions of the Council as neces- 
sitated by the emergency circumstances of 
the period, the total amounts collected durin 
the term of office of the latter were, as a 
present ascertained, £35,702 15s. 11d., 
£18,996 1s. 3d., and £14,748 6s. 8d.; whereas 
the corresponding lodgments were £35,127 
2s. 2d., £18,691 7s. 4d., and £14,314 2s. 6d., 
leaving unaccounted for £575 13s.. 9d., £304 
13s. 11d., and £434 4s. 2d. respectively. I

ENNISKERRY. 

Viscountess Powerscourt yesterday opened 
a sluice and set in motion a turbine which 
will be the means of sapplving the inhaliicnis 
of Enniskerry, Co. Wicklow, with eleciric 


light 
The ceremony attracted a large number 


of ae to the wooded gorge through which 
the Glencullen River runs in the Knoc!sink 


priest of Enniskerry, was the originator ol 
the scheme for lighting the houses and streets 
of the village, and Viscount Powerscourt is 
Chairman of the co-operative society which 
was formed to carry the idea into effect. 

In the Glencullen River a concrete dam 
sixty feet long and fifteen feet above the bed 
of the stream has been erected. This has 
formed a reservoir with a capacity of 90,0U0 
cubic feet of water. The power-house is a 
100 feet distant. The building of the dam 
wall in the river and the forming of the 
fore bay .and pipe trench, which was cut 


through solid rock, was carried out en- 
tirely by local labour and under the 
supervision of the -members of the 
committee. Messrs. Robert Craig and Sons 
of Belfast, supplied the turbine. Aa 


hydraulic governor of Swiss manufacture, 
which controls the turbine, is the only one 
of its kind in Ireland. The generator is of 
Swedish manufacture, and the switchboerd 
and overhead cables were supplied and fixed 
by Messrs. Green, electrical contractors, of 
Dublin. 

At the opening ceremony, Father Watters 
said that they had harnessed their little river 
and pat it to the doing of work for the people. 
If it had a voice concerning its entering into 
bondage it would, doubtless, say that the 
bond could be tied in no pleasanter way than 
by the. hand of Lady Powerscourt, who had 
so often proved herself ready to give assist- 
ance in any useful work. 

Lady Powerscourt then turned a ribbon- 
bedecked wheel at the dam, and ad- 
mitted hydranlic force t6 the power-house. 
She declared her great pleasure in setiing 
works in motion which would give clear light

A CHEAP HOLIDAY F OR 
THE FAMILY. 


A STUDY. IN FOREIGN 
CURRENCY’. 
(BY, HENRY -P. KERNEY.) 

It was in the year 1921, when bank notes 
were remarkably mentite in Central Europe, 
and when even le in Ireland and other 
distant places thought there was more—far 
more—to be sithed Vi betting on marks, for 
example, oan by simply betting on horses. 
There was cértainly profit to be — but in 
quite the ite direction. An Irish friend, 
living in Barcelona fs a bank official, in a 
modest way, decided to spend his three weeks’ 
holiday with his family touring in Central 
Euro party of five, including three 
youngsters in their 'teens.

such as the Dutch, have declined to bring in 
restriction. Therefore, the time must soon 


arrive when we, as large investors in rubber 
estates, should not be deprived from making 


ordinary commercial use of the productive 
capacity which our capital and foresight have 
created. To us, as consumers of our own 
estate produce, it seems particularly unfair 
that we should be denied the right to bring 
home for our own use rubber which we have 
grown and harvested, while we are obliged 
to buy from other people, and largely from 
another nation, raw rubber for use in our 
own factory in England. It takes, say, seven 
years for new rubber lands to come mto bear- 
ing, and I ask what planter under the 
British flag is going to incur development ex- 
penditure without in the least knowing 
whether he is going to be allowed to harvest 

is crop. The restriction scheme was 

ittedly a temporary measure to meet the 
abnormal! post-war situation, It undoubtedly 
saved many planters from ruin at the time, 
but, surely, now the whole ee should 
be reinvestigated unless the development ot 
new areas is to pass entirely to the Dutch 
East Indies and elsewhere.
